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God; and how the Serpent became the God of the World. And 
how God was the Teacher cf Man and Woman, who made Man and Woman 
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Teaching, they became Unperfe&R. And how Chriſt cometh to defiroy the 
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Concerning the 
Living God of Truth 


AND THE 


World's God, 


In whom there is No Truth, 


and Maker of all things therein, which created and made 

all things good ; ſorhe- is the Great Lord of all, both of 
things in Heaven and things inthe Earth; and therefore all things 
are to be {ubje&t to the Great Lord, eſpecially Man and Woman, 
whom he made in his own Likeneſs and Image. 

So he is called God Almighty over all his Works ; and the Lord 
God Almighty to Overlec all his Works, who is preſent every 
where, God the Father, who is the Nouriſher and Preſerver of all 
Creatures that he hath made, and takes Care for all, who gives 
Life, Being and Breath unto all, and made the Earth to be inhabi- 
red, and placed Man upon it, who is the God of the Spirits of all 
Fleſh. Sohe hath given Man and Woman a Spirit and Breath to 
dwell upon the Face of the Earth, and to ſerve and worſhip him in : 
So that the Earth is the Lord's, and the Fulneſs thereof; and Man 
and Woman is the Lord's, which he made in his Image, who gave 
all the Creatures into the Hands of Man and Woman, which are 
his, to ferve Men and Women; and Men and Womento worſhip 
and ſerve God, and net toſerye the Creatures, but their Creator 3 
nor to make Images, or Likenefles, or Gods of any Creature _ 
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God Almighty had created ; but that they all ſhould ſerve Man 
and Woman, and Man and Woman to ferve God the Creator, 
who is above the Creatures. 

For God placed Man and Woeman (whom he had made in his 
Likeneſs) above all the reſt of the Creatures that he had made, and 
in his Power gave them Dominion, 

So when God Almighty had made and created all things, he ſaw 
that they were good, yea, very good, and bleſſed them; and made 
Man and Woman in his own Image and Likeneſs, and ſet them in 
Dominion above all that he made, and they were made good and 
perfect, and he bleſſed them, 

So man and Woman were happy, bleſt, perfe&t an] good, and 
all that God made and created was very good and bleft, .and fo 
ſtood as long as Man and Woman ſtood in the.Counlel of God, and 
in Obedience to his Heavenly Voice and Command, and fo was 
happy, bleſt, good and perfeR, and was not burdened, nor did 
not groan, neither Man nor Woman, nor the Creation unJer the 
Bondage of Corruption, | 

For there was nothing that made them groanſo long as Man ang 
Woman ſtood inthe Righteouſneſs and Holineſs that God Almighty 
made them in, and obeyed his Voice and Command, | 


Now you may,fay, Then how came in the Curſe and Imper fe-: 
fion, and the Bondage ana Corruption, that maketh both the Creation. 
and Man and Woman thumta Groan ? 


Iſfay, As long as Man and Woman ſtood in God's Counſel, and: 
in Obedience to his Word,. and Wiſdom, and Power, by which all- 
things were made and created, they ſtood in the perfe&t, good and 
bleſſed Eſtate, and in the Dominion, in God's Righteous Holy I- 
mage and Likeneſs, which did neither-corrupt nor burden them- 
ſelves nor the Creation, - but. ſtood blefſed and perfeR in their 
Good Eſtate, which God, who..is only Good, had placed them: 
in., 

And likewife,all the Cxcation ſtood in its blefled and good Eſtate, 
as God Almighty had made it in, who is good, .and made all good, 
perfe& and bleſſed. 

And the Lord Gad gave a generd Liberty to Man and Woman,. 
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and a Daminion ; and ſaid, Freely ye may cat of the Fruit of the 
Ty »f the Garden, ani limited them only from eating of the 
Fruit vi be Tree of 'Rnowledge of Good and Evil; ſaying, 1» 
the Day that ye eat thereof, ye ſhall ſurely aye, 

Now the D-vil, the Serpent, that abode not in the Truth, wko 
was an Fncmy to man's Proſperity and Happineſ:, that Tree of 
Knowledge of Good and Evil, which God Almighty had forbidden 
Man and Woman to cat of, and told them, 1n the day that they ard 
eat thereof, they ſhould dye, that did the Serpcnt make his Text of 
to beguile and deceive Man and Woman with, which God had for- 
bidden Man and Woman tocat of. Anc he being morc ſ{ubtil than 
any Beaft of the Field, he ſaid unto the Woman by way of Que- 
ftion, Tea, ſaid he, hath God ſaid, ye ſhalt not cat of everyTree of 
the Garden ? \e the ſubtil Serpent comes to tempt afar cf, at the fi} 
ſpeaking in general, as to other Trees as well as this Tree of Know- 
ledge - But the Woman anſwered him wilely at i t ; if ſhe had 
kept ſo, fhe had kept her Simplicity ; We may eat (laid ſhe) of rhe 
Fruit of the Trees of the Garden; but the Fruit cf the Tree in the 
wdſt of the Garden, God hath ſaid, ye ſhall not eat, neither ſhall ye 
touch it, leſt ye dye. 

And then the Serpent ſaid unto the Woman, Ye ſhall nor ſurely 
dye; for God doth know (laid the Serpent) in the day that youeat 
thereof your Eyes ſhalt be opened, and ye ſhallhe as Gods knowing Good 
and Evil. 

Now here as Chriftſaid, He was a Lyar anda Murderer fromthe 
Beginning who abode not in the Truth becauſe there is ne Truth in him ; 
and when he ſpeaks a-Lye, he ſpeaks of his own, for he i5a Lyar and the 
Father of it. Sohe was the Father of this Lye, which Eve and 4- 
dam believed, and ſo came under the Curſe and Condemnation, and 
Joſt their bleſſed ftate ; who inſtead of having their Eyes opened, 
by diſobeying God, the-God of Truth, the World's God out of 
Truth blinded them. 

And when the Woman ſaw it wns good for Food, and pleaſant to the 
Eyes, and a Treetobe deſired to makg one wiſe, ſhe took of the Fruit 
—_ and dideat, and gave alſo te her Hutband, and he asd eat 
thereof. 

And ſo the Eyes of ther-both were opened to the outward, but 
came 
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came to be blind to the inward ;, and then they knew they were out- 
wardly naked; and they ſewed Figleaves togettier, and made them 
Aprons. _ 

Now their Eyes were downward, through their Diſobedicnce 
to the Voice and Command of God; for their Eyes were far above 
before Tranſgreffion, whilſt they kept in Obedience to God's 
Command; they faw then no Nakednelſs, neither were they terrifi- 
cd or troubled at God's Appearance, nor had they any Shame : 
But after tzey had broken the Command of God, they heard the 
Voice of the Lord God, walking in the Garden in the cool of the 
day; and Adamand his Wife hid themſelves from the Preſence of 
the Lord God, amongſt the Trees of the Garden ; which 
Hiding and Fear was the Fruits of their Diſobedience to their 
Maker. 

And when the Lord God called unto Adam, and asked him, 
Where he was ? kelaid, 1 heard thy Voice inthe Garden, and 1 was 
affraid, becauſe I was Naked, and I hid my ſelf. 

And the Lord {aid unto Adam, Who told thee, thou waſt Naked? 
Haſt thou eaten of the Tree which Icommanded thee, thou ſhouldſt not 
eat of ? And Adamlaid, The Woman which thou gaveſt to be with me, 
The gave me, and 1 dideat. | 

nd the Lord God faid unto the Woman, What # this that thou 
haſt done? And the Woman aid, The Serpent beguiled me, and 1 
dideat. 

Soherecame the firſt finding fault, the Woman found fault with 
the Scrpent, and the Man with the Woman after Tranſgreſfion. 
But whilſt they kept in Obedience to the. Voice and Command of 
the Lord, there was no ſuch finding fauit. 

And the Lord God ſaid unto the Serpent, Becauſe thon haſt done 
this, thou art Curſed above all Cattel, and above every Beaſt of the 
Field, and upon thy Belly ſhait thou ge, and Duſt ſhalt thoucat ail the 
dayes of thy Life. 

And then the Lord ſaid, 1 will put Enmty betwixt thee and the Wo- 
man, and between thy Seed and her Secd ;, It ſhall bruiſe thy Head,ana 
thou ſhalt bruiſe his Heel. 

And unto the Woman the Lord ſaid, 7 will greatly maltiply thy 
Forrow, and thy Conception: in Sorrew ſhalt then bring forth _ 
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dren © andiby Deſire frel be unto thy Husband, and he ſhallirule over 
thee. 

So, here began the Sorrow and Anguiſh ; and here came the Man 
to have the Rule over the Woman, after Tranſgreſſion; for they 
were Meet-helps before Tranſgrefſion, in the Image of God, 

Ard unto Adam the Lord ſaid, Becanſe thou haft hearkned unto the 
Voice of thy Wife,and eaten of theTree which ] commanded thee, ſaying, 
Thou ſhalt not eat of it,Curſed is the Ground for thy ſake , and in Sora 
row (halt thou eat of it allthe Dayes of thy Life. 

Here the Serpent tempted the Woman.tq cat, and the Woman 
gaveunto the Man, and he hearkned unto her Voice. 

So they both ſorlook God?s Voice and Commancment; and then 
- that brought them into Sorrow, by hearkning to the Serpent, who 
was Out of Truth, and diſobeying the Voice and Command of the 
God of Truth. 

So this brought the Curſe upon the Ground, for mans Diſobedi- - 
ence; and fo, in Sorrow he was to cat of that which the Curſe had 
come upon by their Tranſgreſſion, 3:1! the dayes of his Life, and 
Thornes and Thiftles the Ground ſhall bring forth to Adam znd Eve 
in the Tranſprefſion. . Soinſtead of the Garden and Paradiſe, they 
had that Ground which was Curſed, for their ſakes, and Thones 
and Thiftles it was to bring forth to them ;, ſo that they had Thornes 
and Thifttes, and the curſed Ground irnflead of Paradiſe, for their 
Diſobedience ; A ſad Change ! . Ard the Lord ſaid further unto 
Adam, In the Sweat of thy Face thou ſhalt eatthy Bread, until thou 
return untotheGround, out of which thouwaſt taken; for Duſt thou 
art, *and unto Duſt thou ſhalt return again, 

This Man and Woman brought upon thernſelves, by hearkening to 
the Serpents voice, and diſobeying the Command and Voice of the 
Lord. Therefore the Apeſtle exhorts the Corinthians, That they 
ſhould not be begutled of therr Simplicity, a4 Eve was. - 

And alfo ſaith, That the Devil like a Roaring Lyon goeth up and 
down, ſeck:ng whomhe may devaur, whom reſift, ſtedfaſt in the Faith. 
| For how ſhould Adam and Eve be otherwile, when they had fallen © 

from the Image and Likeneſs of God, the Righteouſneſs and Holi- 
neſs, and the Power which God Almighty gave them Dominion in, - 
over all that he had made? 

So by Man and Wemans Tranſgreflion, came the Ground * - 
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curſed for their ſakes, and to bring forth Thornes and Thiftles, and 
Cilobzyin 2 God's Voice and Command, fell from his Image, into the 
Earth and Duſty part; fo in that Earthly part,he was with the Sweat 
of his Brows to get his Bread, till he returned to Duff again. 

And to Adam, and to his Wife the Lord made Coats of Skins, 
and cloathed them. So this was the Lords cloathing of Adam an 1 
Ev:, after tne Tranſgrefſion of his Command z and their own 
cloathing, that they cioathed themſelves with, after they had 
Cilobeyed thc Lord, and tranfgrefſed his Command, were Figg- 
leaves, which they had ſtitch't together. And are not all the Pro- 
fefſors, and all People in the World, in the Tranſgreſſion, ſewing 
and ſtitching together ſomething to cover their Nakedneſs with, 
like their Father 44am and Mother Eve, who are net covered with 
the Spirit of God? So all their ſtitch't Garments will not keep 
them from the Wo and Judgments of God. 

And are not all Mankind by Tranſgreſhon,come under the Cover- 


.inz of Beaſts Skins, and Covering themſelves with Figg-leaves, in 


their Shame, which they had none before Tranſgreſſion? So after 
they had tranſgreſſed, they put Figg-leaves upon them, which the 
Natural Sun will ſcorch anddry; and therefore the Lord covered 
Man and Woman with Beaſts Skins. | 

And ſince Man and Woman in Tranſgreſſion are grown ſo farin 


.the Luſt of the Fleſh, the Luft of the Eye, and the Pride of Life, 


that they cannot tell what to invent to put on, ſince they loſt that 
Covering, which God Almighty, who made them, covered them 
withal. 

So the Lord drove Adam and Eve out of the Garden, and ſent 


them forth to 'Till the Groun1, from whence they were taken; 1o 
-that there was no place for them that had difobeyed the Voice, and 


tranſpgrefſed the Command of God, to remain in the Garden and 
Paradiſe of God. 

And God placed Cherubims and a flaming Sword, which turns 
every way, at the Eaſt-end of the Garden, to keep the Way ofthe 
Tree of Life; ſo that Man and Woman cannot come in again to the 
Garden of God, and'Tree of Life, but by thoſo Cherubims, and 
through this flaming Sword. | E | 

And now, hereall Mankind may fee what brought the Curft, and

to bring forth theThorns & the Thiſtles, 8 what was the Caule of 4- 
dams miſery & Toyling,that man is to eat his Bread in. All this came 
through their Diſobedience to the God of Truth's Voice and Com- 
mand,their Maker & Creator; & by hearkning to theſubtil Serpent, 
and obeying his Voice, who was out of Truth, in whom is no Truth, 
who is the Deſtroyer and Common-Enemy of mans Happinels: 

So the {ubtil Serpent came, ſaying, Yea, faith he, hath God ſaid, 
ye ſhall not eat of every Tree in the Garden ? 

So he doth not down-right fall upon the Tree which God had for- 
bidden, but Queries in the General. 

And when the Woman told him, they might eat of the Fruit of 
the Trees of the Garden, but they were not to eat of the Tree of 
Knowledge of Good and Evil, in the midſt of the Garden, nos 
touch it, leſt they dyed. For God faid unto them, 1 the Day that 
thou eats thereof thou ſhalt ſurely dye, : 

This was God's Command and Teſtimony to them, 1s the Day 
that thou doſt eat thou ſhalt ſurely dye; and therefore he ſaid, Thou ſhalt 
not eat thereof : And this was God Almighties Teaching,who taught 
wan the Way, how he might live in the Paradiſe of God, and not 
dye. | 

And the Serpent's Falſe Doctrine and Teaching was, Ye foal! not 
ſurely dye, if ye eat thereof, but your Eyes ſhall be opened, and ye ſhall 
be 4s Gods, 6. 

So here was the firſt falfe Dorine taught by the World's God, 
who is out of Truth, who was a Lyar from the beginning, and a 
Murderecr, who taught that Do&rine contrary to the Lord God, 
which by feeding on it, and obeying his Voice, brought Man and 
Woman into the Death and Fall, from the Image of God, and to 
himfelf, who abode not in the Truth. 

And Eve law that the Tree was good for Food; fo her Eye went 
out. Now can that be good for Food, which by eating of it, 
brought Death, as God had fore-warned them.? But the Serpent 
faid, Ye ſhallnot ſurely aye, but be as Gods. 

And the Woman ſaw the Fruit was pleaſant to the Eyes, and to 
bedeſfired, and would make one wiſe. So here her Ear went out 
to hearken to that Lying Doctrine. But how could that be pleaſant 
to the Eyc, or be Deſirable, or make Wiſe, when by ezting of it 


they ſhould ſurely dye? So thinking to be made Wiſe, they be- 
B came

came Fools, which brought the Rod upon the Back of them, which 
alfo comes upon all their Poſterity in the Fall. 

But here you may ſee, the Ear went from the Lord's Voice and 
Command, after the Serpent's Doctrine; and the Eye went out 
from the Lord, and after that the Mouth went. alſo; and then 
Death ſurely followed, and the Wo, Miſery and Curie upon the 
Ground, and the Thornes and Thiftles ſprung up. And ſo, out of 
the Garden and Paradiſe of God, Man and Woman was turned and 
driven: And this they got by Diſobeying the Command of the 
God of Truth, and hearkening-unto, and obeying the Voice of the 
Serpent, in whom is no Truth. 

Andſo, after Diſobedience and Tranſgrcſſion of the Command 
and Voice of God, then came Nakecneſs, when they were fallen 
from Holineſs and Righteouſneſs, and the Image and Likenels of 
God, which God had made them in, and clothed them withal ; and 
then came Guilt and Shame, an a hiding themlelves among the 
Trees, and cover thtmſelves with Figg-leaves, from the prelence of 
the Lord; but he who is preſent alwayes, and every where, who 
fees Man and Woman's going out into theTranſgreſſion,and convias 
them of their Diſobedience to his Command and Word, and of their 
Tranſgrefſion in eating of that which he forbad them; and then he 
paſt Sentence on the Woman and the Man, and turned them out of 
the Gardcn and Paradife, into the Earth, as was ſaid before; and 
paſſed Sentence upon the Serpent, and curſed him above all Cattel, 
and all the Beaſts of the Field, and ſaid, Vpor hw Belly he ſhonld go, 
and Du$F ſhould be his Meat, all the dayes of bis Life. 

So, here is no Promiſe made unto the Serpent, all the dayes of his 
Life, who taught a falſe Dofrine, aud was the firſtfalſe Teacher, 
Lyar and Murderer ; but D«ft ſhould be his Meat, and upon his Belly 
ſhould.he go; and was curſed above all Cattel, and every Beaft of 
the Field. - 

But the Promiſe of God was to Mankind, That the Seed of the 
Woman ſhould bruiſe the Serpents Head. _.. | 

So here was the firſt Promiſe of Chriſt, which all the Faithful ho- 
_ for, and believed in, for their ReſurreRion out of that fallen 

Rate. | 

Now whilſt Adam and Eve were in the Paradiſe of God,and kept 
God's Commangment, and obeyed his Voice, they were Help-mects 
10 
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in the Image of God, both Male and Female; and God gave them 
Dominion over all that he had made,and bleſſed them,and faie,Be ye 
Fruitful, and Multiply, and Feplemiſh the Earth, and Subdreit ;, 
and have Dewinion over the Fiſh of the Sea, and the Fowls of the 
Air, ard over the Cattel, and over all the Earth, and over cver y l:- 
ving T hing that creepeth upon the Earth, and over every living Ting 
that moveth upon the Earth , and their Work was to Crets the Gor- 
den, and to keep it, and toſubcue the Earth, and keep ti.cir Do- 
minion in his Power and Image, as he made them. | 

So here you may lee, the Work which God commanced Man 
and Woman to do, whilſt they were in his Image ; they were not 
to be Idle, neither were they to Co this in the Sweat of their Br ows, 
nor to cat their Bread in the Sweat of their Brows, whilft they kept 
the Command ot God, and obeyed his Voice; neither did God {et 
the Man over the Woman, whilft they kept in the Image of God, 
and obeyed his Voice, and kept his Command,but were Mect-helps ; 
for beth had Power, Male and Female, over all the Creatures 
which God had made, as long as they kept inthe Image of God, 
and obeyed his Voice and Command; but after they diſoheyed 
God's Voice and Command, and hearkned unto the Serpent's, and 
ſo were ſubjeted under hope of being as Gods, and of being Wiſer 
than God had made them; and thought that Fruit was good for 
Food, and to make Wiſe, which brought themſurely to dye that 
day they did eat thereof. So Adam and Eve came to be but dead 
Gods; and inftead of being Wiſer, came to be Fools, and got the 

«curſed Ground, and Thornes and Thiſtles, inſtead of Paradiſe. 


- But ye may ſay, That Adam and Eve were alive after this, elfe how 
could they have Children afterwards ? 


Yea, they were alive outwardly, but they dyed from the Image 
and Likeneſs ef God, and Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, which God 
Almighty made them in, and from that Power, in which the Lord 

ave them Dominion over all the Works of his Hands. 

So the Lord God ſaid, Thox ſhalt not eat of the Tree of Knewledge 
of Good and Evil; for in the Day that thou eateſt thereof, thou ſal 
ſurely Dye. : | 

But the Serpent ſaid, If ye eat thereof ye ſhall not ſurely dje. : And 
they did cat, and any ory Lord's Voice and Command, _ 
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did ſurely dye; and fo Death paſſed upon all men, and all dyed in 
Adam. | | 

So God*s Teaching is True, who is the God of Truth, and the 
Serpent*s Teaching wasa Lye, who was a Lyar from the beginning, 
and a Murderer ; and Adam and Eve*s becoming as God s,they were 
but as dead Gods, according to God's Word ; but the Serpent he 
became their God, and Adam and Eve his Slaves, and their Diſo- 
bedient Poſterity, and were plunged and baptized into the Serpents 
Image, Likeneſs, Power and Wiſdom, by which man knows not 
God. 

This was the Fruit of their Tranſgreſſion, and Diſobedience to 
God's Command ; and this was the Wiſdom: they arttaincd unto, 
and their Diſobedient Sons and Daughters, by forſaking God's 
Feaching , and following the Serpent's. x 

Therefore, as Chrift ſaid, Go, Teach all Nations, and Baptize 
them in the Name of the Father, Sen and holy Ghoſt, Seeing all was 
dead in Adaw, and fo plunged into Death, by dilobeying the Lord, 
and hearkening unto the Serpent. 

So all muſt be baptized with the Baptiſm of Chriſt, with Fire and 
the holy Ghoſt; and all their Diſobedience, Tranſgrcfſion, Sin and 
Corruption, and their Chaff muſt be plunged down, .and burnt up 
by the Baptiſm of Chriſt, before they cancome into the Paradiſe of 
God, and have Right to cat of the Tree of Life. 

So the Serpent is called the World's God, the World that lies in 
Wickedneſ: ; and he hath made it like a Wilderneſs with his Rough: 
Plants, Bryars andThorns, that he hath planted in Man and Wo- 
man's Tranſgreſſing Heart,which as Chriſt ſaith, 7ſt a# be rooted up, 
every Plant that the Heavenly Father hath not planted. 

Now the Serpent who ſaid, If they did eat, they ſhould become 4s. 
Gods ;, but by this he brought them into Death by eating of that 
by which they dyed, and he became Ged. 

And fo, this God of the World had blinded their Eyes, and 
makes People Heathen-like, ſo as they do not know God; fo that 
in proceſs of Time they were led fo far into Tranſgreſſion, that they 
_— Gods of Stocks, and Stenes, and Silver, and Gold, and other 

tals. | | 
| $o that Adam and Eve, and their . Sons and Daughters were far 

eff: from being Gods themſclycs, when they made Gods of _ 
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and Stones, and other Creatures, an fell a Worſhipping of them, 
and worſhipped the Hoſt of Heaven: This was far off from being 
Gods themſelves, who were fo far degenerated from the Image of 
the Living God, as the Lying Teacher, the Serpent, that was out 
of Truth, had told them, and made them believe, they ſhould be 
as Gods; but here they became Slaves-to him, and to that which 
the World's God wrought in them, in whom there is no Truth. 

For you may ſce, the very Fews, who were of the Stock of 4- 
braham, Iſaac and Facob, when they forſook the Lord God and his 
Ordinances, and Ciſobeyed his Voice, how that after they felt his 
Arm and Power, and ſaw his great Miraclcs and Wonders, they 
began to make Gods of Metals, and Wood, and Stone: They 
would be wiſer, like Adaw and Eve, than God, who had made and 
taught them. So here their Ears and Eyes alſo went out from the 
Spirit of God, which he had poured upon the whole Houle of 1/rae!, 
by which they might have kept his Laws, Ordinances and Com- 
mands, like Adams and Eve ; and then their Mouthes went to ſwal- 
low down that which the World's God wroughtin them; and fa 
drunk down Iniquity as the Ox drinketh up Water ; and thenthe 
Curſe came upon them, and Judgment, Wo and Miſery, and they. 
were like Thorns and Thiſtles one unto another, which Spruns out 
of the curſed Ground of Tranſgrefſion, of which they had enough 
both inwardly and outwardly ; and fo loft the Bleſſing both inward- 
ly and outwardly, that the Heavens were as Brals to them, and the 
Earth as Iron, all Springs being ſtopt, both above and below. 

And therefore came God's Judgments upon the Jews, until they 
were driven out of the promiſed Land of Canaan, as Adam and Eve 
were driven out of Paradiſe, for diſobeying God's Voice and Com- 
mand, 

And now, you may ſee what hath made Man and Woman blind, 

even their forſaking and diſobeying the Living God of Truth, that 

made them, and by hearkning unto, and following the World's 
God, in whom there is no Truth; it is he that hath blinded Man and - 
Woman, and filed them with his earthly and ſenſual Wiſcom, by 

which man deth not know God. 

And therefore, Chriſt the promiſed Seed, which bruiſeth the - 
Head of the Serpent, which all the Prophets and Holy men of Gad 


kad Faithin; It is he that opens the Eyes of the Blind; ſothe _ 
od. 
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man to {ee but the Worlds God hath blinded them by cilobeyins the 
God of Truth, and hearkening to the Serpent, the World's God, 
in whom there is no Truth, and hath brought them into the Cuile ; 
and by cifobeying God, they loſt and fell from his Image, and came 
into the Duſt and Death ; Ard by ciſobeying the good God, who 
made all good, and obeying the Sexpent, the World's God, hemakes 
all bad, 

For the Lord God that made Man and Woman Perfc and Up- 
rightin his Image, in Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, and to to be like 


him their Father. And Manand Woman by diſobeying the Lord 


God of Truth, his Command and Voice, ant! obeying the Serpent, 
the World's God, that abode not in the Truth, and in whom there 
is no Truth, . that makes them fo Imperfe&t, Unholy, Unrighteous 
and Ungod-like ; not like God the Father of Truth (the Creator 
of all, who takes care and feeds and nourithes all) but like unto the 
Serpent,to bear his Imagegand do his Works. So the Devil is their 


'Father, as Chriſt {aid to the Fews. So they have the very Image of 


their Father, who is out of Truth, and was a Lyar and a Murderer 
from the keginning, that obey him. 

For whilſt Adam and Eve obeyed the Voice and Command of the 
Lord God,they abode in his Image,and were in the Likenets of God 
their Creator. 

But when they diſsbeyed the Voice of the Pure, True and Living 
God, and obeyed the Serpent, the World's God,: then they came 
to be like him, in his Image, as the Fews, which forſook the Law of 
God, and the Voice and Command, and the Laws of God. 

Chriſt told them, They were of their Father the Devil, and hus 
Luſtsthey would do, tbough they profeſt Moles and the Prophets, and 
that they were of Abraham. 

And fo may many that are call'd Chrs#:ar15 now,profeſs themſelyes 
Chriftians, and make a Profcſhon of Chriſt and the Apoſtles words ; 
but if they were of Chrift and the Apoſtles, they would do the 
Works of Chrift and the Apoſtles. But let the Chrifiaxs and others 
examine themſelves, if they be not erred from that Spirit, which 
the living God of Truth doth pour upon all Fleſh, by which they 
ſhould hear the Voice of God and Chrift, and obey hi: Command, 
and have hearkned unto the Foul, Unclean, Murdering Spirit of the 


World's 
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World's God, in whom there is 5 Truth, and lent their Ears ard. 
Eyes after his Teaching, and feed upon that which he works in them ; 

and inſtead of being Saviours upon /Hount Zion, they are Deftroy- 

ers of one another, and Enemies unto one another inſtead of lovin 


Enemies, er one another. And ſo, are not the Fruits of this Spirit 


manifeſt to be from this Foul Unclean Spirit, the World's Ged, 
in whom there is no Truth, and not from the L:ivins God of 
Truth ? | 

Soit is clear, It 1s not the Profeſſion of the Fews, which profeſs 
the old Teſtament, nor the Chriſtians that profeis the New, with 
that Fou), Unclean, Murdering Spirit ; but it is the Fruits and the 
Works that are wrovght by the Spirit ot Chriſt and the Apoſtles, 
the Fruits and Works of the Spirit that God accepts, that makes 
Fews in Spirit, and true Chriſtians, like Chriſt. 

For all the Children of Adam may make a profeſſion of their Fa- 
ther and Mother being in Paradiſe, whilſt that they are out of it, fer- 
vins the World's God, that makes them blind, and fiſts them with 
Sin and Unrignteoulnels,and fo are Unlize the Livins God of Truth, 
but are like the World's God, that is out of Truth. And this the 
World's God caulſeth them all to plead for the Body of Sinand Death, 
and Imperfe&ion, which he hath. wrought in them (and not the 
Livigg Pure God) as long as they live, ti!l they come to the 
Grave. 

But the Living God of Truth did not make Adam and Eve with a 
Body of Sin and Death, and Blind, nor Unrigkteous, Ungodly and 
Unholy, not like as the World's God hath made them; but the Li- 
vying God of Truth made man to fee and hear him,& in his Image and 
Likeneſs, Holy, Righteous and Perfet, without Sin and a Body 
of Death; but they diſobeying the Livins God, and obeying the 
Serpent, the World's God, came to be Blind, Imperfet, Unrigh- 
teous and Unholy, like the World's God, andſo came to have a Bo- 
dy of Death and Sin; and ſo fell from Lite into Death, and fo wor- 
ſhipped the Dragon and the Beaft, and Gods of their own making ; 
For the World's God hath ſeveral wayes to keep his Subjects in, 
and will let thera profefs what they will, and have what outſide 
ſhews they will; and this Wor'd's God hath his Miniſters, his Pro- 
phets, his Paſtors, his Teachers, and his Apoſtles, all. falie, who 
got amongſt the fews, and got amongft the Chriftians _ - 
Apoſtles 
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Apoſtles deceaſe, and he will let them make as many Faiths and 
Creeds as they will, to projets, fo long as they come not into the 
Poſlcfſion of Lite. | 

But the Faith that is the Gift of God, which Chriſt is the Ay- 
thor of, that is the Vitory over the World's Ged, which purifies 
the Heart, and brings them to have acceſs to God ; . this Faith that 
gives the Victory, the World's Gad an1 his Mcfſengers an Mini- 
ſers cannot endure to hear tell of, 

Nor believe in the Light, which is the Life in him, the Word, by 
whom all things were made, by which they come to be born of God, 
and Children of Light, and by it Overcome the World. This the 
World's God, and his Miniſters, Prophets and Apoſtles cannot en- 
dure to have ſpoken of; but callita Natural Light, and A Made 
and Created Light, and Inſufficient : though Chriſt faith, He that 
believes is Saved; but the World's God and his Minifters tell Peo- 
ple, 1t 5 ot ſaving: But the World's God is not changed from 
his Lying; For when he ſpeaks, he ſpeaks of himſelf, and there is no 
Truth in him, faigh Chriſt. | ; 

For you may ſee, he told Eve, They ſhonld not dye, if they did 
eat, bat ſhould be 4s Gods : But the Living God of Truth told them, 
1n the day that they did eat, they ſhould dye. 

So the World's God is the ſame now, who tells you, The Light 
within (which is the Light of Chriſt) wich you are to believeiin, is 
not ſaving. v 

But Chriſt, who Ceſtroyes the World*s God, the Lyar, he faith, 
Believe in the Light : And faith the Lord, He that believeth is ſaved : 
And the God of Truth ſaith, Be ye Holy, for I am Holy: Be ye 
Perfe?, as your heavenly Father i Perfett, taith Chriſt; and this 
Was to be whilft Men and Women were upon the Earth, 

For God made Man an] Woman Holy and Perfe& hy Chrift Je- 
ſus, who comes to bruiſe the Serpent's Head, that made Man and 
Woman Unholy. aud ImperfeRt, and to deitroy the Devil and his 
- Works, and was made Sin and a Curſe, ro take away Sin and the 
Curſe,that through him, they who believe might be made the Righ- 
teouſneſs of God in him, 

But the World's God,anl his Mefſengers and Migiſters ſay, Noe 
ſhall be Holy, nor be Perfeft on thi ſide the Grave; none ſhall be ſo 
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Flooy of their Hearts, whilſt they are on this fide the Grave, but they 
wit have Sin in them, to humble them, But Sinlifts up, and doth 
not humble any. 

And fo here again, the World's God and his Mefſengers and 
Teachers ſpeak a Lye; for there is no Truth in him, who was a Ly- 
ar from the Beginning. 

And the Apoſtle ſaid, They were circumciſed with the Spirit, by 
which the Body of the Sins of the Fleſh was putof. But the World's 
God, and his Apoſtles, and Miniſters, and Meſſengers ſay and 
preach, That all muſt carry this Body of Sin and Death to the Grave : 
This is the Dorine of the World's God and his Teachers, in 
whom there is no Truth, who hath brought this Body of Sin and 
Death upon Man through man's hearkening and obeying of him, 
and diſobeying the Voice and Command of God. 

For without Holineſs nene can ſee the Lord. 

So the World's God, in him there is no Truth, who is a De- 
filer, Corrupter, Murderer and a Lyar, and makes ren Lyars 
and Murderers; the Ungodly One,and fo makes unlike God them 
that obey him; the Unrighteous and Evil One, and fo makes thoſe 
Unrighteous and Evil like himſelf that obey him; and the Unmer- 
ciful and Wieked One, and fo makes all his Unmerciful and Wick- 
ed, like himſelf, that obey him. And'ſo the Werld's God is an 
Encmy, an Adverſary, a Deſtroyer, and ſo makes men Encmies 
and Adverſfarics one unto another, and Deſtroyers one of another, 
by obeying and hearkening unto him. . 

And the World's God leads People into Adultery inwardly and 
outwardly, and into Fornication, Theft, and all manner of Deceit; 
for he is a Lying Unclean Spirit, in whom there is no Truth; and 
ſo leads them into the Luſt of the Eye, Luſt of the Fleſh, and in- 
to the Pride of Life, and into the World's Vanities and Evil Ways 
and all this is of the Devil, the Deſtroyer, and not of the Living 
God, the God of Truth, who created all for his Glory, and takes 
Care for all. 

For God, the Creator of all, is the Living, Righteous and E- 
ternal Everlaſting God; but the World's Ged had a Beginning, 
2nd muft have an End in the Lake of Fire, and all his Followers, if 
they turn not from him, and obey the Living God. > 

So the Living Eternal God is = Creator and Preſerver, a _ 

ure, 
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Pure, Juſt and Righteous God, Everlaſting, Immortal and Fter- 
nal, who lives forever, who is without Time, and over Time, and 
hath all Times and Seaſons in his Hand, a perfe& and pure God, 
holy and glorious, fullof Riches eternal. 
\ But the World's God, that is out of Truth, in whom there is 
no Truth, is a Deſtroyer, and brings into Poverty, Death and 
Darkneſs, and is the Prince of Darkneſs, and maketh all Dark 
like himſelf, that obeyes him, and fo cometh under the Power of 
Death. 

But the Living, Eternal, Omnipotent God is the God of Truth, 
whois Light, and in him there is no Darkneſs at all, a Holy Eter- 
nal Spirit, that fills Heaven and Earth ; and Heaven is his Throne, 
and the Earth is his Footſtool : He is to be worſhipped and lerved 
in his holy Spirit and Truth, that he pours out upon all Fleſh, which 
Truth the World's God (the Devil) is out of, in whom there is no 
Txuth. 

So they that worſhip the Holy and Everlaſting Eternal God in 
God's Spirit and in his Truth, then they arcin that Truth which is 
atop of the Head of the World's Gol, which Truth he is out of, 
and there is no Truth in him. 

And the Apoſtle ſaith, The Princeof the Power of the Air, the 
Spirit that now worketh and ruleth in the Hearts of the Children of 
Diſobedience, Ephel. 2.2. 

And Chriſt calls him, The Prixce of this World, John 12.31, & 
14. 30. & 16.11. 

So the Prince of this World is judged, and now ſhall the Prince 
of this World be caſt out ; for the Prince of this World cometh, and 
hath nothing in me, faith Chriſt. ; 

No-y here all may ſee the Prince of this World is judged þy. 
Chriſt, and caft out ; he finds no Diſobedience in Chriſt, as he did 
in Adamand Eve. 

So all may ſee how this Prince of the World, that lies in Wick 
edneſs, how he got into Adam and Eve by their Diſobedience ; and 
he got into the Fews by Diſobedience to God's Command, and Spi- 
rit which he gave them; for Chriſt ſaid, They were of their Father 
the Devil : and he hath gotten -into- the Chriſtiaxs ſince by their 
Diſobedience to the Command and Voice of God and Chriſt Jelus, 
and the Spirit which he hath poured forth upon all Fleſh but _ 

judges 
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judges him, and caſts him out ; and though he came to Chriſt to 
tempt him, yet he finds nothing in him. 

Now tais Prince of Death ano Darkneſs, which compaſſeth the 
old Earth of Dilobedience, and isa Ruler andWorker in the hearts 
of the children of diſobedience, and brings his Obedient People to 
walk and to have Converſation according to the Prince of the Pow- 
cr of the Air, that works in them, and rules in them, to fuifil the 
Luſts of the Fleſh, and the Deſires of the ſame, in which Nature 
they are Children of Wrath ; and he works in them, and fi'ls them 
with all manner of Evil and Blafphemy againſt God and Chrift, and 
thei that dwell in him, and have their Habitation in Heaven. 

So all may ſce, that believe inthe Light of Chriſt, the Begin» 
ning of this Princes Kingdom, and the Height of his Authority, 
which was begun in and by the Diſobedience of Ada” and Eve to 
God's Command and Voice ; and he till rulcs in the Hearts of all 
the Diſobecient ro God and Chrift, and to his Spirit, Grace and 
Truth; and through men's Diſobedience thereunts, this God of 
the World's Kingdom is upheld and enlarged. ' 

I fay, to ſuch as diſobey the God of Truth's good Spirit, and 
rebel againſt it, and vex and quench it, into the Hearts of ſuch Dif- 
obedient Ones the God of the World, in whom is noTruth, gets into. 

For the Spirit of God, if Man did obey it, and hearken unto it, 
it would be found ſtronger than that foul Spirit that is out of Truth , 
that rules in the Diſobedient Ones. : 

And bkewiſe, they that do err from that Faith that is the-Gift 
of God, and that Chriſt Jeſus is the Author and Finiſher of, and 
do hate the Light of Chriſt Jeſus, which Chriſt commands them to 
believe in, and walk deſpightfully againſt the Spirit of Grace, and 
deſpiſe the Word of Grace in their Hearts, and reſiſt the Motions 
of the Holy Ghoſt, and diſobey the Goſpel, the Power of God, 
and will not receive it ; ſuch diſobedient ones the God of the world, 
and Prince of the Air and of Darkneſs, is the Worker and Ruler in 
their Hearts, and their Converſation is according to the Prince of 
the Power of the Air, the God of this World; fo that they are 
conformable to him, and bear his Image and Likenels in them, and 
are not conformable to God nor Chriſt, and bear not their Image ; 
fo that they ſhew forth in their Words, Wayes, Lives and Con- 
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verſations whoſe Image they bear, and what God and Prince tliey 
plead for, and worſhip, and ſerve, to wit, The God of this World, in 
whom there is no Truths For his Sin, Evil, Ungodlineſs and Unrigh- 
teouſnefs, Imperfetion and Body of Sin and Death tothe Grave 
they plead for, and ſay they muft carry about them. And this Gad 
and Prince of the World will allow them to-profeſs all the Scrip- 
tures of the old and new Teſtament, 'ſo that they will plead for his 
Works, that he, the World's God, that is out of Truth, . hath 
wrovgihtin them. | 

Now here all are left without Excuſe, that come under the Judg- 
ment of God and his Son, who judges the World in Righteoul- 
neſs: For Adam had ſomething to dilobey, and fo had the Fews, . 
and the Chriſtians and all Mankind. For the Light, which Chriſt - 
doth enlighten every one that cometh into the World withal, which 
is the Liſe in him, by whom all things were made and created, which 
if they believe in it, they are ſaved; and if not, they are by it 
condemned. | 

So this Light is ſtronger than the Prince of Darknefs, the 
World's God, that is out of Truth, if People will believe in . 


it... 

Alfo, the Grace and Truth that comes by Jeſus Chriſt, it is ſuf- 
ficient to teach and bring Salvation. Paul had the Experience of it; 
and God ſaid, It ſhould be ſufficient for him in all bis Temptations and 
Troubles. 

I fay, This Grace.and Truth is too ſtrong for the Prince of Dark- 
neſs, the Wor'd's God, who abode not..in the Truth, and there is + 
no Truth.in him. And it is ſufficient to teach People, and bring 
their Salvation: Andit is the World's God and his Followers that 
fay to the contrary. 

For the true and. living God and his holy Apoſtle ſay, It 5s ſuffici- 
ent toteach them, and bring their Saluation, 

Likewiſe; the Word of Faith, which Jeſus Chriſt is the Author 
and Finiſher of, « ſufficient to ſave, as Chriſt often ſaid, Thy Faith 
bath ſaved thee, and made thee whole... And this Faith is ſufficient, 
and gives Viftory over the Prince of the Air, the World's God; 
and that which gives Vi&tory over him, and doth reſiſt and ſubdue 
him, . that Shield is tronger than he and all his Followers. PRs 
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Andalfo, the holy Ghoſt, or holy Spirit, and the Union within, 
it is {uMficient to teach and lead into al} Truth,which comes from the 
| Hely One, and proceeds from the Father andthe Son; Ifay, this is 
tronger than the World's God, and Prince of Dzath and Darke ' 
neſs, in whom there isno Truth, who is an Unclean Spirit. This 
Holy, Pure, Clean Spirit and UnRion from the Holy One, is too 
hard and too ſtrong for that Unclean Spirit, that leads all the Diſo+ 
bedient out of Truth; but this Holy Spirit leads the Obcdient into | 
all Truth. | 

And as to the Light, Spirit and Power, People may refiſt the Mo-: - 
tions of it in loving the Prince of Darkneſs (the Wor'd's God) 
more than the Light, and the Eternal, Itmmorta), Living God of 
Truth, and Chriſt the Prince of Life ; but the Light and Spirit is 
ſtronger than they, and the World's God, whom they lerve. 

The Light it ſelf will be their Condemnation, and by the pure 
holy Spirit and Power they will be judged ; for Chriſt does judge 
the World, according to the Goſpel, the Power of God; and 
who believe in it, and receive it, this Everlaſting Golpe!, the Pow- 
er of God, is- over the Prince of the World, an'! of Death and 
Darknefs, the world's God, in whom there is no Truth; and is 
ronger than he whoſe dark unclean{pirit and power had a Begin- 
ning, and muſt have an End in the Lake of Firc ; but the Power of 
God, the Goſpel, is Everlaſting, and without End, though it hath 
a Beginning in men, totheſaving of them; and therefore it is cal- 
led, The Goſpel of Salvation : But init (elf the Goſe!, the Power 
of God, is Everlaſting; and the Light, which is h: Life in Chrifty 
in-it ſelf is Everlaſting; and they that believe in.it, come to-have - 
Everlaſting Life. 

And the Word of God in it ſelf is Everlafting, and is a Hammer, 
andaSword, and a Fire upon the H:ad of the »#orld's God, and 
them that eonform to him, and tollow him. 

And the Truth and the Spirit of Cod in th: mſelves are Everlaſt- 
ing; though men may quench the Mtion- of it in their Hearts, 
that love the World's God, the Prince of ti:e Air, more than Chriſt 
Jeſus, the Prince of Life, and t:.c Ecernal, Immortal, Everlaſting 
God of Truth. - 

And this:World's Sod and Prizse of the Air,in whom there is no 
Truth, as Chriſt and the God of T. uth hath declared; and if there 
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' be no Truth in this World's (22, the Prince of the Air, then 
what is in him ? Nothing but Chaff, Corruptions, Sin, Deceit and 
 Lyes, Falſhood, Envy, Malice, Hatred, Theit, Murder, Death 
Darknefs, BonJage, Ungoadlineſs, Unrighteouinefs and Unholineſs' 
from this foul uacleanſpirit, by which he burdens and imbondages 
the Creation, and makes it to groan, an: all that obey him, and 
diſobey God and Chriſt. 

Ani whoſoever obey that unclean ſpirit, or touch it, or joyn ts 
it, in whom there is no Truth, axe defiled, and brought into Bon- 
dage by it, and under a weighty Yoke and heavy Burden. And 
therefoze Chriſt ſaith, Come nnto me all ye that are weary and heavy 
loaden, and I will give you Reſt unto your Souls, for myTYoke 5s eaſic, 
and Burdex light. 

And this Prince of the Air and God of the World, who is out 
of Truth; he hath his dark Principalities and Powers, . and Rulers 
of Darkneſs, and ſpiritual Wickednels in his high Places in the old 
Earth; and he fills them full of Air in Words, and Notions, and 
Imaginations, and puffs them up with Lyes and Deceit in kis dark 
Power, and Principalities, and ſpiritual Wiekednels in his high 
Places in the Earth, where dwells his Unrighteouſneſs, with 
—_— maintains and upholds his Kingdom of Darkneſs and 
Death, 

\. So with this his dark Power and Principalities he wreftles with 
Fleſh and Blood : So this Power of Death, the World's God, he 
hath Congregations of the Dead, and he hath his dead Faith, for 
the Diſobedient (which he rules) to make a Profeſſion of. | 

And he hath his Vain and Deftroying Religion for thera to plead 
for. 

And he hath his Worſhip, which is out of God's holy pure Spirit 
and Truth, for his Diſobedient Ones to ſerve and worſhip him in, 
in whom there is no Truth : for che Priace of the Air, the World's 
God, i an Unclean Spirit, out of Truth, and bath no Truth i 
bim. | 
And he hath his Dead Waves to lead them in that dilobey God's 
Grace, Truth, Light and Spirit. And hath a Faith to his Follow- 
ers, but it is dead, and gives no Victory. And a Belief, but no 
Overcoming on this fide the Grave the World's God, that is out 
of Truth: Nayz-rather their Belicf is, That they have _ 

in 
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$in and Death, which they muſt earry to the Grave 5; which Faith and 
Belief, and Body of Sin they have trom the Wozid*s God, and not 
from the Living God of Truth ; and it is notlike the World's God, 
in whom there is no Truth, ſhould work any other Faith or Belief in 
them, or any thing elie but t is Body of Death and Sin, when 
they diſobey the Living God of Truth, which gives the Living Faith, 
that is the Victory. 

Ard tie Worlds Tod, and the Prince of the Air, will ſuffer his 
obedicnt on*s, in whom he works and Rules, to talk of Baptiſm and 
Circumciſion; but they muſt not believe, that their Body of Death, 
and Si:s of the Fleſh muſt be put off, which the God of the World 
hath wrought in them fince they diſobeyed the living God of Truth, 
whilſt they are on this ſide the Grave; but thoſe works which he hath 
wrougfit in them, they mu carry to the Grave with them; and 
that the Floor of their Hearts, Minds and Souls ſhall not be 
throughly purged whilſt they be upon the Earth, but that 
they muſt be purged in a Purgatory, when they are dead; and 
whil:t that they are upon the Earth, fhey cannot do otherwiſe 
than Sin, that is, to do the Work of the God of the World, 
that is out of Truth, and not the Works of the Living Holy God 
of Truth. 

And Chriſt, who ſaith, Pelieve in the Light, and ſerve him in his 
Living, Holy, Pure Spirit and Truth, which the World's God, 
that Unclean Spirit is out of, and there is no Truth inhim, Yea, 
this World's God will ſuffer his Mcfſengers, Miniſters and Profeſ- 
fors tocry againſt Sin, as much as they will, and preach up SanRi- 
fication and Redemption, but they muſtnot be made free from Sin, - 
nor Cleanſed, nor SanRified, nor Redeemed, or to be mad: Clean 
from this World's God, and the work: w! i. hhe, theP:ince of the. 
Air hath wrought in them, w! i'ſt they he u; on the Earth. . 

And they muft not have any Aſſurance of th.ir Salvation and Re- 
dewption from Sin, or EleTtion here : This is ch* Prince of the Airs 
DoRrine, who is out of Truth, that he hati: taught his Miniſters, 
Meſſengers and 4 pofiles to preach and teach, in his dark School of 
Diſohedience, and that rhere is mo Viftory over thu Prince, the 
World's Ged, and his Works, whilſt they are upon the Earth, nor over- 
young of him that is ont of Truth. ; Fn 
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And now, as he hath gotten Adam and Eve into difobedience by 
his ſubtilty, ſo by his tubtilty he would keep in Diſobedience, and 
Death and Darkneſs all his Children and Servants. 

And thereiore, if any witnet: V:Gory or Overcoming on this ſide 
the Grave of the Wor'id's God, and that which he hath wrought 
in them, and to Fave the fame Puwer and Spirit the Prophets and 
Apoſtles had; this is called Prefumption by the World's God, and 
the Difobedient that he rule: in, and calied by them, 4 Tuftifysng 
of ſelf. | 
Fg to. have: an Aſurance of their Ele&ion, and Salvation, and 
Life Eternal here, as Chriſt the Truth faith, They have that receive 
him, and believe in him, 

This ſhakes the Kingdom of the World's God, in whom there is 
no Truth, and makes his Followers that diſobey God's Spirit and 
Command to Rage againſt it. | 
Now the God of the World is called, The Prince of the Air, 


who works and rules in the Hearts of the Children of Dsſebedience ; 


and all the diſobedient Ones walk according to' the courſe of this 
Prince of the Air, and Wickedneſs, who is out of Truth; and he 
works in them by his Unclean Spirit, and fills them with Airy No- 
tions and Conceits, which he hath in ſtore for them; and with 
Wickedneſs, Death, Darkneſs, Corruption, Vanity, Folly, 'Looſ- 
neſs,and all Unrighteoufneſs, Debate & Deceit ; by this his Unclean 
Ravenous Spivit, hefills them with Airy Notions, Words and Lives, 
and with Drunkenneſs, Whoredoms, and all-manner of Unclean- 
neſs and Wickednefs, that proceed from this Unclean Spirit, that is 
out of Truth, and to ſpend their Time out of Gods Fear, in 
Wantonnefs, Pleaſures, Sports, Playes, Vanities, Voluptuonſnefs 
in Meats, Drinks and Apparel,in Idleneſs,and alirmanner of Looſneſs 
in Converſation, with all Covetouſneſs and Greedineſs, Devouring 
and Deftroying the Creatures, and the Creation upon their Luſts, 
with all Greedinefs and Opprefſion, Injuſtice, Unrighteoufneſs, Un- 
mercifulnefs, Unholy, Untemperate, Impatient, Cruel & Tyrannical, 
and withall manner of Evil the God of the World works in theta, 


-that diſobey the Living God of Truth, and Chrift his Son: The 


Fruits of this Evil Spirit are cafily ſeen, and known by them that 
.obcy the Lord in his Spirit, Light, Grace and Ttuth. 2g 
 Andhe iscalledthe Princeof the Air, for his Kingdom and Em- 
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pire had a beginning in the Dilobedient ; for by Diſobedience ire 
Sot into Adam and Eve, in the Dilobedient he Rules and Works 
with hi: Dark Power and Spirit, and ſets up his Principalities, who 
is out of Truth, and there isno Truth in him, 

Now to know the Beginning of his Empire, its Height, Length, 
Breadth and End. 

Firſt, H: got into Adamand Eve by Dilobedience, and fo into 
his Sons and Daughters, both 7ews and Chriftians, and others; and 
{o rules4n the Kearts of the Children of Difobedience; his Rule 
and his Work goes no farther; for none arc conformable to him, 
but who are Diſobedicnt ; and none walk aiter his Unclean Spirit, 
but who diſobey God's pure Spirit, Grace, Light and Truth. 

So, the Compals, Length and Breadth of nis Empire and Ring- 
dom, and his Work reacheth no farther than to and over thele that 
diſobey the Grace, Light, Spirit and Truth, Voice and Command of 
the Living God, and his Son Chriſt Jeſus, 

Now the Height of this God of the World, and- Prince of 
the Air's Empire and Kingdom, with all his Principalitics, Powers, 
Rulers of Darkneſs, Spiritual Wickednels in his high Places, do not 
reach ſo high asthe Truth, for he is out of it, for there is no Truth 
inhim, and Truth is over him and his FoRewers; neither doth his 
Kingdom or Principality reach fo high as Righteouſneſs, nor fo 
high as the Light and the Power of God, nor Life; for the Prince 
of the World, the World's God, is Death and Darkneſs, Unrigh- 
teoulneſs and Uncleannefs, and 13 an Unholy, Foul, Dark, Lying 
Spirit, and is comprehended with the Truth,and with the Light and 
Life, and his Unclean Kingdom of Death and Darkneſs. Ilay, he 
and his Kingdom, Empire and Princedom, with all his Dark Powers, 
Principalities and Rulers of Darkneſs inthe diſobedient, his Begin= 
ning is ſeen, his Compaſs is ſeen, his Height is ſeen, his End is ſeen 
in the Lake and Fire, together with all the Diſobedient that follow 
and ſerve him. | 

Now Chriſt is a Prince of Life, and a Prince of Peace, who 
is called Light and Life, and the, Wiſdom of God, and Righteouſ+ 
neſs, and the Holy One, &c. 

He bruiſeth the Head of this World's God and Princeof the Air, 
that is out of Truth, and breaketh his Power to pieces, and he opens 


Peoples Eyerand Ears, that this WorlC?s God hath fiops and bins 
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ed, and Cleanfes and Sanifies, Purifies and Waſhes fuch as this 
World's God hath Defiled, and Redeems ſuch as believe in him, 
that this World's God hath taken Captive, and leads him into Cap- 
tivity: And he gives Gifts unto men, who aſcended up on High, far 
above all Principalities, Powers, Thrones and Dominions. 

So. Chriſt gave Gifts unto men, firſt unto his Twelve and Seventy, 
before he was Crucified and Aſcended, 

And it is alfoclear, that Chriſt gives Gifts unto men aſter he aſ- 
cended, for the Work of the Miniſffry,. and makes ſome Evnngelifts, 
ſom: Paſtors, ſame Teachers, and ſome Prophets, according to the 
Apoſtles Doctrine, Ephe/. 1. 

So with theſe Gifts which they have from Chriſt, fince he was 
aſcended, and before, they were to bring People to the Knowledge 
of the Son of God, from whom they had received their Gifts, and 
who was the Author and F iniſher of their Faith ; and then tolive by 
that Faith,in which they had vitory & unity ; & lo to a perfe&t man, 
the ſtate that Adam and Eve was in before they fell; and not only ſo, 
but to the meaſure of the ſtature of the F alnet; of Chriſt, which is to 
a higher ſtate than Adam was in in his firſt State, which is a ſtate 
ſhall never fall. 

And the World's God he hath his Miniſters, Prophets, Apoſtles 
and Hirelings, to make a Trade with the Scriptures of the old and 
new Teſtament, with the natural Languages and Arts; and this 
they ſell at great Rates, where they can get the greateſt Paxſonages 
or Biſhopricks, or get moſt for it; and they preachup to People, 
That they muſt have a Body of Death and Sin tothe Grave; and that 
#15 unpo/ſeble to obtain Vittory over Sin here ;, which burdens the Cre- 
ation, and cauſeth it to groan; which Sin came into Man and-Wo« 
'man, and brought the Curfe by theis Diſobedience to the Voice 
and Comman:' of God. And if People will not give them Earthly 
'Things,. and put into their Mouthes, and fill their Bellies, which is 
one of their Gods, fet up by the Werld's God, who is out of Truth, 
then they will caſt ſuch into Priſons. And if the Obedient and Be- 
lievers in Chriſt tell them, That they are no Miniſters of Chriſt; but 
wade at Natura! Schools, and by Natural Arts and Languages; and 
are Miniſters only of the Letter of the Old and New Teſtament, with 
their Imatinations of it, and Interpretations, to make it ſuit the 
Dark, Spirit that is out of Truth, and to keep Prople in Sin, and in 


Imperfeition,, 
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Imperfefion, which the God of Truth made them not in; and that they 
never heard Gods Voice,nor Chriſt, as the Prophets and Apoſt es did; 
for if they did, and had Freely received, they would Freely give, 
as the Miniſters of Chriſt did: Oh, ery the Difobedient, who walk. 
according to the Prince of the Air, and obey the World's God, that 

is out of Truth, That it is Preſumption for any to ſay, they have the 

ſame Spirit & Power the Prophets & Apoſtles had, and to hear God's 

Poice as they did : There 1s no ſuch thing to be looked for now adays, or 

ax their days; which are the days of Darkneſs, and not of Light. 

And the diſsbedient Children that faſhion themſelves according 
to the God of the Werld, and not according to Chrift, who is not 
of the World, the World that lies in Wickedneſs, was brought 
ſo into this Wickednels by the World's God, and by obeying him 
that is out of Truth, and diſobeying the Living God of Truth : And 
this World hated and hates Chriſt,and all his Followers and Diſciptes 
to this day, and hated the Prophets, and hates the Appearance of 
Chriſt Jeſus in his People now ; and it is no marvel, becauſe they 
teſtified, and teſtifie againſt the World, that their Works be Evil : 
And how ſhould it be otherwiſe, when the God thereof is Evil, who 
abode not in the Truth, and there is no Truth in him ? 

. So, hereare two Workers ſpoken of; the Prince of the Power of 
the Air, the World's God, who worketh by his unclean Spirit in 
the Hearts of the Children that diſobey God and his holy pure Spi- 
rit, Epheſ. 2. And he worketh all manner of Uncleannelſs, Sin, E- 
vil, WVickedneſs, Unholinels, Unrighteouſnels and Ungodlineſs in 
the Hearts of all ſuch that do diſobey the Living God &f Truth, and 
his Son Chriſt Jeſus, in his Grace, Truth, Spirit and Goſpel, that he 

ives them. So that the World's God fills them with Unrighteouſ- 
neſs and Uncleanneſs, with his foul unclean Spirit, that is out of 
Truth; for there is no Truth inhim, andhe can fill them with no- 
thing elle. 

But the Living, Eternal and Immortal God of Fruth worketh 
otherwiſe; as the Apoſtle ſaith, Ir # God that worketh in jou, both 
to will and to do of hi good Pleaſure, Phil. 1.13. 

| Now God works in his Obedient Children by his pure holy Spirit, 
Power,' Grice and Triith, both to will and to do that whichis good, 
according to Gods good Pleaſure (to wit) that which pleaſcth the 


Juft, Pure, Righteous, Holy _—_ 
: : 


So 
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So he works Righteouſneſs, Holineſs, Juſtice, Truth, Virtue,Purity, 
and Godlineſs in the Hearts of Men and Women that obey his good 
Spirit, by which Spirit Patience, Tenderneſs, Meckneſs, Humil- 
ty, Sobcrneſs, Temperance, Mercy and Kindneſs, &c. is wrought 
in the Hearts of his People, by Gods: 500d Spirit, which brings, 
To. Love God above all, and their Neighbours as themſelver. {o 

And the God of Truth, who works in his Obedient Peoples 
Hearts, to will and to do that which is according to his good 
Plcafure.z he works out that which is contrary to his V Vill, and is: 
not according to his good Pleaſure. "Ss 

For he worketh all things after the Counſell of his own will, in his 
Pcople and obedient Children: So, his People are his Workmanſhip, 
created inChriſtFeſu unto good Workhs,wphich God hath before ordained, 
that bis obedient Children axd People ſhould walk in them, Ephel. 2. 
IO. So Not to walk out of thoſe good Works, which God hath or- 
eained, whichare not of man's own ordaining. 

And ſuch do ſerve the Living God of Truth.in the Newneſs of the. 
Spirit, and of Life; 

But ſuch as do diſobey the Spirit of the Living God of Truth,they 
may profeſs they know God, becauſe they can read the Letter of 
the Prophets, Chriſt and the Apoſtles, which have declared of him, 
but in their works they deny God, being Abominable and Diſobe- 
Cicnt, and unto every good Work are Reprobate. | 

And et all Profeflors, Teachers, and others, examine themſelves, 
Whether they are not fuch? and then, who is their God, but the 
God of the World, the Prince of the Air, in whom there 1s no. 
Truth; when they are Reprobate to every. good Work, and Diſo- 
bedient, and in their works deny the Living God of Truth, and yet. 
proicſs him with their Tongues ? Such difohedient Ones cannot 

 tlerve the Living God; but the God of the V Vorld and the Prince of 
the Air, who is out of Truth, and in whom there is no Truth, who: 
muſt -be deftroyed, and his Kingdom. ; 

For as1 ſaid before, Chriſt bruiſeth his Head and cruſheth his, 

Power, who through Death deſtroyes Death, andthe Devil, the 
Power of it. "P wad 
- And Chriftſets up his Kingdom,. which-is Everlaſting, :and ſhall: 
never-have anend, and. which ftands in Righteouſneſs, Power and. 
Joy in the holy Ghoſt : So his Kingdomis an Holy.Righteous OE 
| EY: | om, 
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dom, inhis Power, Righteouſneſs and holy Spirit, and is an Everla- 
fting Kingdom, and is over all Kingdoms and Dominions,and will 
never have an End; a Kingdom that is cſtabliſhed forever, that can- 
not be ſhaken. 

For no Unclean, Tmperfe&, Unholy Thins can. ceme into this 
Kingdom, nor.any Diſobedient or Defiled hath any part init; ſoit 
is an Incorruptible Kinzdom ; for no Corruptible, Unclean Thing 
cancome intoit ; but the Saints, the Sanified Ones take this King- 
dom, and have an Irheritance in this Everlaſting Kingdom. 

And therefore, why ſhould any difobey God's Spirit, Light and 
Grace, which hehath given them to profit withal, and to inſtru&t 
them, and bring their Salvation; and not ſerve the Creator, but 
the Devil, who is a Deſtroyer, and Satan, thatis, an Adverfary, 
the Serpent, an Enemy of mans Proſperity and Happineſs, and dife- 
bey the Living God of Truth, and Chriſt his Son, who dyed for 
you, and to be Servants to the V Vorlds God and Prince, who i: out 
of Truth, and there is no Truth in him, whoſe Service is but a Sla- 
very and Bondage in his Unclean Ghoſt, in which there is no true 
Toy, but Miſery in the End, which is your Reward and Portion, 
and ſubje&s of his Unrighteous, Unged-like Kingdom of Death, 
Darknels and Corruption, which.is m Unholy and Unjuſt Ringdom, 
which he upholds with his Foul Unclean Spirit, who goes on his 
Belly, and Duſt is his Meat all the dayes of his Life ? and if their 
God and Princes Meat be Duſt, and he go upon his Belly, then 
how will you diſobedient Ones, in whom he Rules £0? and what 
is your Meat but Duſt ? For co you think you muſt fare better, or 
0 better than your God and Prince, that is out of Truth, and 
there is no Truth in him, doth? Oh, no ; Therefore obey the 
Truth, which the World's God and Prince is out of ; and the pure 
Spirit of God, that Foul Unclean Spirit is out of; and then you - 
will have heavenly Milk and V Vine, and the Honey and Honey- 
comb, and Bread of Life ftrom Heaven, by which you may live by 
Chriſt that gives it you, the Prince of Life, who deftroyes the. 
Prince of Death,and his Followers, that will not kave Chriſt to Rule 
over them; | 

+ For doth not the Apoſtle ſay, That there ſhould be a falling away ?. 
And that the Alan of Sin ſhould be re: ealed, that Son of Perdition ? 
And was he not maniſeft when Adam and Eve fell away, and the* 
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Fews fell away? and is he not manifeſt now, when the Chr;/;ans 
are fallen away from that Power and Spirit the Apoſtles were in ? 
according to their on Confeſſion. 

And doth not this Man of Si1 Oppoſe and Exalt himſelf above all 
that is call:d God, to wit, in Man, and will not let his Obedient 
Sons, them that are fallen away, and gone after him, who is out of 
Truth, own the Light of Chriſt, and his Grece, Spirit, Word, 
Faith and Anointing within them, to {ave and teach them ? 

| But this Man of Sin, the Son of Perdition, fits in the Temple of 

God, and ſhews himſelf that he is God; but he is the Diſobedient 
ITY God, that lies in Wickednels, and them that be dead in 
Is Sins. 

For as Chriſt ſaid to the Fews, God was net the God of the Dead, 
but of the Living : And therefore he ſaid, I am the God of Abra- 
ham, Iſaac and Jacob, who were Living. Though Chriſt through 
Death deſtroyed Death, and the Devil, the Power of Death, who 
had brought People out cf Life and Truth, into Death - But Chriſt 
is a quickenins Spirit, and makes alive, who is riſen from Death, 
and is alive, and lives for evermore : And therefore, he is God not 
only of the Living, but of the Dead,i who quickens the Dead, who 
Coth reveal this Wicked Man of Sin, and takes him away, whe 
hath Letted, who hath Exalted himſelf above all that is called God 
in the Temples of Men'and Women, that fall away from the 
Truth, to him who is out of Truth but the Lord will conſume 
him with the holy Spirit of his Mouth, that Unclean Foul Spirit, 
in whom there is no Truth, and deftroy that Foul Dark Spirit with 
the Brichtneſs of his Coming. For this World's God, who is out 
of Truth, Stan, the Adverlary of Mankind, he comes into the Dif- 
obedient to the Truth, with his Lying Signs and Wonders, and 
with his Power of Deceiveableneſs and Unrighteouſneſs in them 
that Periſh, becauſe they receive not the Love of the Truth, that 
they way be laved. 

So you may all clearly ſee, If People receive the Truth, in the 
Love of it, this Man of Sin, the Son of Perdition, the World's 
God, and'Prince of the Air, who is out of Truth, and abode not in 
the Truth, and there is no Truth in him, could never deceive them, 
nor get into their Temple, to fit there, if they receive it, and walk 
. inthe Loveofit; for the Truth is over him, in which they are bs: 
Yeos 
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ved, which they that go fromit, to him that is out of Truth, they 
Periſh, though they may have the Glory of the wicked World 
from that Foul Unclean Spirit, that is out of Truth, for a Seaſon ; 
but that Glory and Joy will Periſh, and be conſumed and deſtroyed 
with its God, by the holy Spirit that comes out of the Mouth of 
the Lord, and through the Brightneſs of his Coming, who is 
Come and Cominz, AndRide on, O Lord, in thy Truth, to con- 
fume the Wicked One, which hath ſpruns as the Graſs; fo that the 
Workers of Iniquity have flouriſhed to the diſhonour of thy great 
Name, and the grief- of thy good Spirit. 

And the World's God hath wrought with this foul unclean Spirit 
in Peoples *'Hearts Adultery, Theft, Murder, and all manner of 
Unrighteouſnets, Sin and Evil, Ungodlinefs, Wantonneſs, Voluptu- 
ouſheſs, and the Pleaſures of this World; and fuck have their Palſe 

. Looſe Liberty in that Foul Spirit, for a Time ; but Eternal Miſer 
will be the End of it. And ſuch are they that kill the Juſt, thoug 
he do not reſiſt them, and kick againfk that which pricks them in 
thera'elves, and are dilobedient toit, and perſecute God?s Children 
and Servants that are led by it, to wit, the good Spirit. 

And this was and is the Lnclcan Path of all the Diſobedient, that 
follow the old Murderer, the World*sGod, and adverſary of Mans 
Happineſs; and he fills his Diſobedient Ones, and puffs them up, 
and fills them with Air, Veſſels of God's Wrath, that cannot hold 
the Living Water; for how ſhould they, when they are diſobedi- 
ent to God, and Truth's good Spirit ? 

And then they are thrown down into Hell and the flaming Fire, 
where they center atlaft; for how can they come into Heaven by 
following him that is out of Truth, in whom there is no Truth ? 

For if they come to Heaverſs they muſt come to the Grace and 
Truth, that comes by Jeſus Chrift, which will turn them to Jeſus 
Chriſt, from whence it comes,who bruiſeth this S:rpent,the World's 
God's Head, and deſtroyeth him and kis Works, whois out of 
Truth. And therefore, they are not toſcrye him, whom God and 
Chrift 'wilt deftroy, but ſerve the Living God, and. Jeſus Chriſt, 
through his Grace, Truth and Spirit, and hear his Voice, and follow 
him, who will give them Life Eternal. + 

And the World's God, the Prince of the Air, cannot pluck 
Chriſt's Sheep out of his Fold, in the Truth ; for he is out of Truth, 


and 
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and there isno Truth in him; he is not like to come 
into Truth, or to meddle with Chrift*s Sheep in his Fold of Truth, 
Ard indeed,that lying,foul,unclean fpirit,that 1s out of Truth,cannot 
prevail upon any, except tlicy firſt dilobey the Voice and Command 
of God and Chriſt, and err "Jee the Faith, and quench the Spirit, 
and walk deſpightfully againſt t'ie Spirit of Grace, and hate the 
Light of Criſt, and dilobey the Power of God, the Goſpel, 
and not regard the Word in the Heart and Mouth, and the 
Truth inthe Inward Parts; into ſuch he may eater, and exalt him- 
iclf as God, into their Houſe and Temple, and fill it with his un- 
clean Goods and lying foul ſpirit. | 

But all they which dolive inand obey the Truth, and walk in the 
Spirit, and do the Word, and receive the Grace, and believe in the 
Lighr of Chriſt Jeſus, which is the Life in him, by whom all things 
were made, and ſo become Children of the Light and walk therein ; 
thent"ey walk in that which condemns the Prince of the Air, the 
God of the World, and all them in whom he rules. And ſo walk- 
ing inthe Light, Life and Truth, they walk over tne Head of him 
in whomthere is no Truth, and fo in Fellowſhip one with another, 
ang with the Son and the Father, in this Heavenly Light, which is 
the Life in Chriſt, | 

Now when Jeſus was led of the Spirit into the Wilderneſs to be 
tempted of the Devil, and when he had faſted forty dayes and forty 
nights he was afterwa:d; hungry, ani this Tempter ſaid unto him, 
if he wat the Sonof God, command theſe Stones to be made Bread. 

But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Its written, Idan lives not by Bread 
alove, bit by Every Word that proceedeth out of the Mouth of

And again, the Devil takes him up, and ſets him on a Pinacle 
of the Temple, and ſaid unto him, 1f thou bethe Son of God, caf 
thy ſelf down; for its written, He ſhall give his Angels Charge con- 
cerning thee, andin their Hands they ſhall bear thee up, leſt at anytime 
thou daſhthy Foot againſt a Stone,  — br 

And Jeſus ſaid unto. him, 1t i written, Thou ſhalt not tempt the 
Lordthy God. | | IIS: "IN 

And again,theDevil takes him up into an exceeding high mountain, 
and ſhewed him all che Kingdoms of the World, and the m_ of 
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them, and ſaid unto Jeſus, Alrhefe rhings will 1 give thee, if thou 
wilt fall down and worſhup me. 
Then Jetus ſaid unto him, Get thee behind me Satan; for it u writ- 
ten, Theu ſhait werſhip the Lord thy God, and himonly ſhalt thou 
erve. 
# So here you may lee, how the Serpent the Devil ſet upon Chrift; 
to tempt him to the Creatures, and to deſtroy himlelf, and ro wor- 
fhip him. | 

But Chriſt, who bruites his Head, and deftroyes him and is 

Works, which he had ſet up in Man and Woman, whom he had 
beguiled by his Temptation, and fo got into them through theix 
Diſobedience to the God of Truth's Command , elte he could 
not. 
But here hefinds nothing in Chriſt, nor got nothins from him, 
but Judgment, and Bruifing his Head, and Deſtroyins him and his 
Works. 
Se Chriſt, who hath overcome this Tempter, this Adverfary of 
Man's Happineſs, and under a Pretence, that Alan ard Woman 
ſhould be as Gods, they falling from the Truth, and departing from 
it, he getting into their Temple, became God, and there he ſits till 
he be conſumed with the Breath of the Lord's Mouth, and the 
Brightneſs of his Coming. 

So we have net ſuch an High Priefs as cannet be touched with the 
Feeling of onr Infirmities, but was in ail points tempted as we are, 
yet without Sin, and no Guile founi in his Aouth, who remaineth a 
Prieſt forever, andis able to ſave to the uttermoſt all that come to God 
through hin. 

So now, it is clear, he that was tempted hath a Feeling of the 
Infirmities of his People,  :z all points tempted Tempted like nnto them. 
Soheis able to ſupport, and toſuccour them with his Grace, Pow- 
er, Spirit, Truth and Light ever the Head of the Tempter, who 
ſaith to his Believers, /-have overcome the World, be #f good Comfort. ; 
and therefore it is ſaid, He that believes, overcomes the World and 
its.God, in whom there is no Truth. | 

Now the Devil would have given Chrift the Glory of the World, 
if he would have fallen down and worſhipped him, who is out of 
the Truth, and-in bim is no Truth. | 

| | E Now 
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Now what Glory of the World was this he would have givento 
Chriſt, the Truth ? Jr is his World of Wickedneſi, that lies in Un- 
righteouſneſs, which he hath made like 4 Wilderneſs, fuch Kingdoms 
and ſuch Glory he would have given him, and then Chriſt, who 
was the Truth, muſt have. gone out of Truth, if he had worſhip- 
ped him, that was out of Truth, which could not be; fer the Sor 
of God deth not change. 

And none can fall down and worfhip the Devil, the God of the 
World, who tz out of Truth, but they muſt go from the Spirit of 
God,and from the Grace and Truth in their own Hearts; they muſt 
fall from this; for this would keep up their Hearts,Minds and Eyes 
to the God of Truth. 

Who reveals his Glory of another World in his People, yea, 
they are changed from Glory to Glory, till 'they come into his 
Image. 

Bat what is the Glory of the World, and its Kingdom that lies 
in Wickedneſs ? What Glory can that be, that the Devil can give, 
the World's God, that is out of Truth, in whom there is no Truth ? 
For fob: ſaith, All that is in the World, the Luſt of the Eye, and of 
the Fleſh, and the Pride of Life, which is mot of the Father, but of 
the World, that paſſeth away; and the Luſt thereof, the Pomps and 


 Farities of the World, the Pleaſures, the Playes, the Shows, the 1- 


dlenef, Giuttonny, Drankenneſs, Wheredom, and all the Ungodls- 
»efs and Deceit, that is Unlike God: Whois it like then ? Why 
it is like him, the World's God, that 1s out of Truth, in- whom 
there is no Truth, but Preſumption and Blaſphemy, a Lyar and the 
Father of all Lyars, who puffs up with Airy Notions his Servants, 
and fills them with Pride and Wickedneſs, the 41nrderer, Perſecutor 
and Deſtroyer; he hath no other gloryto give, who is out of Truth, 
and there is no Truth in him. - 

For the Glory of the Creation is the Lord's, who created it ; for 


the Earth u the Lord's, and the Fulnefs thereof, and he gives the 


Increaſe. 

For as Chriſt ſaith, That Solomom, the Wife Man and Great 
King, in all his Glory was not arrayed like one of the Lillies. So 
Chriſt ſet up a Lilly beyond and above all Solomon's Glory ; 
for the Lilly was arxayed of God, and every Herb, and _ 
VV ECG, 
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w_ and every Tree are arrayed by God with the Glory they 
ave. 

The world's God, the Devil, the Prince of Darkneſs, he cannot 
array a Nettle,a T hiſilenor a Thorx; for he is no Creator,but a De- 
ftroyer; for the Eternal God of Truth is the Creator : But the 
world's God is out of Truth, and a Deftroyer and an Adverſary to 
them that keep in Truth. | 
; Sothe world's Ged, out of Truth, could not give Chriſt the Gls- 
ry of a Thiſtle nor Nettle ;, for it was none of his to give to Chriſt 
nor no man; For the Earth u the Lord's, and the Fulneſi thereof, 
and he gives it unto the Sons of men, and fo to live upon the Earth, 
and to terve and worſhip him in Spirit and Truth, which the world's 
God is out of. 

Now the world's God, which is 6ut of Truth, and there isno 
Truth in him; if ye diſobey God and Chriſt's Voice and Command, 
and go from his Spirit, and err from it and the true Faith, aud hate 
his Light, and walk deſpightfully againſt the Spirit of Grace, which 
he hath given toteach you, and bring your Salvation. 

Now, I ſay, If men fall down from thi. Grace, Spirit and Truth, 
Which ſhould keep their Minds up to the God of Truth and Chriſt 
and when the world's God, Satan, tempts ye, and fayes, He will 
£ive you the Glory of this World, of Wickedneſs, the Pomps of the 
World,the Luſt s of the Fleſh, and the Luſts of the Eye, and the Pride of 
Life, Fornication, Whoredom, "Drunkenneſi, Theft, Murder, De- 
frand, Deceit, Coxening, Cheating, and all Unrighteouſneſ, and 
fillyou with ſo much Malice, Envy and Pride, that you Envy one an- 
other about it, and think that each one u finer than your ſelves ; that 
0 P ain Faſhion can hardly pleaſe your Luſt of the Eye and Pride of 
Life; and ſoleads into Gluttouny and Drunkennefs, Idleneff, Sports, 
Playes and Shows, and all the Vain Faſhions and Cuſtoms of the 
World, bonouring one another, ſo that you do not honour God, and 
makes you Mad, and Fight for it and about it. All this the World's 
God will give unto all ſuch as come to worſhip him ; which is not of 
God, the Father of Truth, but from the World?s God, in whom 
there is no Truth. 

Now, you cannot worſhip the World”s God but in his Unelean 
Foul- Spirit, which is out of Truth, and in whom there is no 


Truth. 
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tare to Chriſt. 
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And ye cannot worſhip the True, Living, Eternal, Everlaſting; 
Pure, Holy God of Truth, the Creator and Maker of all, but in 
his Holy Pure Spirit, and in his Holy Pure Truth, which the Devil, 
the Prince of the Air, the World's God, is out of. ; 

And when the IWerld*s God hath blinded their Eyes, he lea 
them which way he will iato Blaſphemics, Hercfies and Errors, and 
{fo from one Falſe Way, Faith and Religion, Church and Teacher 
to another, when they go from the Truth in the Heart, and Grace 
and Spirit, from Chriſt Jeſus, from whom it comes, and follow hirg 
in whom there is no Truth. 

Now, inthe 8th Chapter of Fohr GChriſt- deſciibes the Devil, 
what he was, and what he is, when he ſpoke to the Zews, laying, 
Ye are of your Father the Devil, and the Luſts of your Father yo wil 
Ao; for he was a Murderer from the Beginning, and abode not in the 
Truth, becauſe there i no Truth in him. $0 he is not. like to abide 
in- Truth, when there is no Truth in him. And when he ſpeak- 
eth a Lys, he ſpeaketh of his own; for he 15. a Lyar, and the Father 


of it,- 


But now ye may ſay, The Devil, the World's Goa, could Speak 
true words, and ſay, Chriſt was the Son of God, and brought $ Er1p= 


And fo could the Fews to Chriſt, and fo may the Chrift;ans now 
adayes; but what better arc they for that,whilſt they are not in the 
truth, in theSpirit that they were in that gave forth theScriptures? 
for Chriſt will.not know ſuch, that are not inthe Truth,but are work- 
ers of Iniquity; for. he knows ſuch that walk in Truth, and in the 
Spirit, - which they have from Chriſt; here they come to have Fel- 
lowſhip with him, and: he. feeds them, and they know his Voice, 
_ _ him, and he keepeth them in the Light, Spirit and 

ruth. 

So all Peoples applying Seriptures, or Promiſes, or Prophecies, 
whilſt. they. grieve. God's good Spirit in their Hearts, and hate his 
Light that ſhines there, and walk deſpightfully againft- the Spirit of 
Grace, and ſodifobey the Voice and Command of God and Chriſt, 


fach cannot haye Comfort of God, nor Chriſt, nox the Scriptures, 
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oy the Promiſes nor Prophecies of them. But they that walk in 
the Light, and Spirit, and Grace, and the Goſpel, they have the 
Comfort of God and Chriſt, and the Prophecies and Promiſes, and 
of the Scriptures, which Holy Mzn of God ſpake forth as they 
were moved by the Holy Gioſt, which came not by men's ils ; 
and thele afe for the pcrieing of the Men of God, not the Men 
of the World, which follow the World's God, who are tot like to 
have Perfection by foZowing of him, that is out of Truth, in 
whom there is no Truth : For, Perfe&tion comes by obeying God 
in his Grace, Spirit and Truth, and following him, as God and

So it is clear;. that God Almighty, who is the Creator of all, 
and made Man and Womanin his [mage and Likeneſs, in Righteout- 
neſs and. Holincls he was their Teacher - But when Man and

1, who ſaith, God at ſundry 
Times, and after divers Manners, (poke in Times paſt unto our Fa- 
tbers bythe Prophets; but he hath intheſe Laff Dayes ſpoken unto us 
by bis Son, wham he hath appointed Heir of alt Things, by whom he 
made the Worlds... 1. © EY © "4497 AQE edt 

: S0:now, here are three things to be minded in theſe Words : 

. - God was the fiſt Speaker to Adam and Eve in Paradiſe; and 
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as long as they kept under his Speaking and Teaching, they kept the 
Paradile of God, and inthat happy and blefſed Eſtate, in the Image 
of God, andin his Power, Dominion and Wiſdom, over all things 
which God had made. 

But when they forſook God's Teaching, and followed the Ser- 
pents Teaching, the ſecond Speaker, who is out of Truth, in 
whom there is no Truth,they loſt,and fell from Truth and the Image 
of God, and the Power in which they had Dominion, and fell from

Nd is not that the Beaſt and Whore,which goeth from the holy 
Spirit of the God of Truth, and receiveth the Dragons Power,

And the Apoſtle Paul ſaid, So fiaht 1, not as one that beateth the 
Air, but I do keep under my Body, and bring it under ſubjetion, left

Caſt-away:' This was the Practice of the Apoſtle of Chriſt. 

Bur Satan, ' the World's God, his Miniſters and Teachers 
inſtead of keeping under their Bodics, do let them up inall manner 
ef Filthinels, and a beating the Air, and their Fellow-Creatures, 
an] them that ſerve the God of Truth in his holy Spirit, and 
ſpoiling their Goods, and hailing them into, Priſons till Death, 
ſpoiling them :. And this is the Fruits of;the Spoiler, the World's 
God, and the Power of Death, who. abode not in the Truth, in 
whom there isno Truth, which is walike Chriſt, who ſaid, Freely 
you have Received, Freely Give, to Chriſt's Followers , which 


Andis itmnot enly. deceit in thoſe that ſay, The Scripture 1s the 

Rule of their Faith, Life, Manners and Dettrine;, and yet are found 

ſerving the World's God, that is out ef Truth, in whom there 

is no Truth; and cannot endure to hear talk-of the Grace of _-_ 
 - 
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which appears unto all men, - teach them, and bring 
their Salvation, to be in Man: And cannot endure to 
hear talk, that Chriſt enlightens every man that cometh 
intothe World with a ſaving Light, to believe in; and 
that this Light ſhould be in their Hearts, which is ſaving 
to the B:liever in it, and condemns the Unbeliever of 
1it- And cannot endure to hear talk, that God ſhould 
 pour@ut of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, to inſtruct them, 
and to lead them, that they may profic in the things of 
God : And that Chriſt hath tafted Death for every 
man, by the Grace of God, which hath appeared un- 
co all men, that all might have a Senſe of it : And ih: 
Goſpel of Good News and Glad Tidings preached uatyo 
and in every Creature under Heaven : And that he 
through Death deſtroyes Death, and the Devil, the 
Power of Death. This is Glad Tidings to all Peop!/e 
that receive it; but Bad News to the World's God and 
his Followers, that diſobey the Truth, and kim in 
whom there is no Truth z who : manit&t, that their 
Words corrupt their Manners, and they are dead in Sinz 
and Treſpaſſes, and ſerve not Chriſt in the New and 
Living Way. For their Fruits declare their Faith is 
dead, and their DoArine not according to Scciprure : 
For they are reproved by the Prophets, Cirift and the 
Apoltles ; who confeſs, They have not the fams Pow. 
er and Spirit as Chriſt, and the Prophets, and Apoſtles 
had : But in their own Wills, and in the foul ſpirit that 
15 out of Truth, make a Profeſſion of ihe Scriptures 
of the Old and New Teſtament , which cam? not 
by the Will of Man, but Holy Men of God ſp xz 
them forth as they were Moved by the Huly Glolt. 
Bat at the Moving of this holy Ghoſt, and leading 


of it into the Truth of the Scriptures, wiich were given 
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forth by the Movings of the Holy Ghoſt, ſuch as have 
ſaid, The Scriptures are their Rule for their Faith, Life, 
Manners, Doitrine and: Converſation, have made a Scoff 
_ at the Holy Ghoſt's Moving and Leading now, as it did 
chem which gave them forth ;. and ſuch their Manners, 
Life, Converlation and:Doftrine is quite contrary to the

Now, for Unholy. Men, that plead for Sin and a 
Body of Death to the Grave,& a Purgatory for to cleanſe 
them in from their Sin,. when they are dead ;. for ſueh 
co interpret in their Wills, and give Meanings with 
their unclean Spirit or Ghoſt to the Scriptures, which 
Hoely Men of God ſpokeforth as they were moved by 
che Holy Ghoft, and minded no Bodies Wills. For un- 
holy men, with their Wills and unclean Ghoſt, that 
ſerve the World's God, that is out Truth, how are rhey 
like tointerpret that, and give Meanings to it, wichout 
wreſting or perverting it, that have not the ſame Holy 
Ghoſt that they had which gave forth the Seriptures, 
which came not by the Will of Man, but by the Holy 
Ghoſt, as was ſaid before, which no man can interpret 
in his Will; nor are they to be led into the Truth of 
them, which Holy Men gave forth by the Holy 
Ghoft, but by the ſame Holy Ghoſt that gave them 
forth, which leads into all Truth ang Good Manners 
and Converſation ; and the ſame Holy Ghoft gaveforth 
the True Dofrine of the Scriptures. 

And this Holy Ghoſt, which Chriſt ſends, leads to 
him, the Author and Finiſher of their precious Faith, 
and to God, and to the ſame Faith of Abraham, and 
Moſes, and Ench, before the Scriptures were written, 
which guided them to ſee God, who is inviſible, ang -

forfake all, and follow him : And ſo doth-the ſame 
Faith now, and brings to Unity with them, and to the 
Comtort of the Scriptures with all the Faithful, which 
God and Chrift hath declarcd forth, and they ſee what 
is fulfilled and what is to be obeyed. 

So Chrift is the Author of their Faith, that doth in- 
creaſe it. | 

Now men being diſobedient to the Spirit of Gad, 
and to the Voice of God and Chriſt, and gone from 
his Light and Grace, and obeying him in whom there 
is no Truth, they make Prayers for themſelves and for 
others, and think that the bare ſaying ever their Pray- 
ers and their Pater-Noſters, and their Praying by Beads 
and Books, they think that this will pacitie the true 
God (becauſe ſomething in themſelves diſquiets them) 
which God doth not accept, the Prayers of ſuch, that 
Diſobey and Rebel againſt his good Spirit. and obey 
the evil ſpirit. For all the Prayers that God accepts, 
they muſt proceed from his ewn Spirit, which he hath 
poured out upon all Fleſh. 

So God, that is the 'holy pure God of Truth, muſt 
be prayed unto in his own holy pure Spirit z and ſuch 
Prayers and Praiſes he expeQts, and accepts of ; and 
not the Prayers of the Diſobedient to his Voice and 
g00d- Spirit, who follow 'the foul unclean ſpirit, in 
whom there 1s no Truth. qa, 

And alſo, Men may think to pleaſe the God of Truth 
by ſaying of Grace, and making of Graces (as they call 
them). for others to ſay ; but they are miſtaken, who 
walk deſpightfully againſt the. Spirit of Grace it is 
not their making or ſaying of Graces that makes them 
Acceptable to God. For the Grace of God, which 


brings Salvation, hath appeared unto all Men: There- 
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fore all Men muſt live in that Grace, and obſerve its 
Teaching, and deny all that which it ſhews them to be 
U like God s and Unrighteous, not like the Righteous ; 
and Unholy, not like the Holy God :. and then in this 
Grace the God of all Grace will accept them, and 
their Thanks, Prayers and Praiſes. for all his Mercies. 

But if*they walk deſpightfully againſt this Spirit of 
Grace, and turn this Grace unto Wantonneſs, and' 
then fall a making_Graces, and ſaying of them when 
they have made them, and following the Unclean Foul 
Spirit, that is out of Truth, and abode not in the 
Truth, in whom there is no Truth, and doing the 
Works that this Unclean Foul Spirit works in them; 
theſe Works and Spirit are for Condemnation. (and 
all them that a& in-it) . by. the Light, and are judged 
by the Spirit of the Living God of. Truth? 

And the World's God, who is out of Truth, will 
allow ſuch as diſobey the Truth, and follow his Un- 
clean Spirtt, to cry againſt Blaſphemy, when they are 
themſelves the greateſt Blaſphemers; as for Inſtance : 
The Jews,' unto whom Chriſt. ſaid, They were of their 
Father the Devil, how they Blaſphemed againft him, 
and called him a Blaſphemer, who never ſinned, nor 
Guile was found in his Mouth: And how ſhould they 
do otherwiſe, but Blaſpheme, when they diſobey the 
Truth, and the Spirit of God in; their own Hearts, 
and Blaſpheme both againſt him that was the Truth, 
2nd them that walk in the Truth, when they fellow the. 
World's God,in whom there is no Truth ? 

And is it like, that the, World's God and his Fol- 
Inwers ſhould 'own Revelation, Prophecy and Inſpiraz 
tion now-adayes, as. the: Apoſtles had } Did not he 


and his Followers call them Deceivers then, who gown 
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the Spiritual Weapons wreltled not with Fleſh and 
Blood, but with Priincipalities and Powers, 2nd Rulers 
of Darkneſs in High Places, that were ſet up by the 
World's God, and in his dark old Earth, in whom there 
i5no Truth ? 

And is it like, that them who follow the World's 
God, in whom there 1s no Truth; in that Falſe, Foul; 
Unclean Spirit, ſhould own the Holy Ghoſt, the Spi- 
Tit of Truth, that proceeds from the Father and the 
Son, that ſhould lead them ( or the Saints ) into all 
Truth, | 
And is it like, that the World's God, and them 
that follow him, in whom there is no Truth, and 
diſobey the God of Truth, that he and they ſhould 
own the Worſhip of the God of Truth, in the Ho- 
ly Spirit and in the Holy Truth, which Chkriſt the 
Truth ſetup above One Thouſand Six Hundred Years 
ago? 
yo Is it like, that the World's God, which abode 
notinthe Truth, in whom there is no Truth, and his 
Followers, ſhould own Chriſt, and his True Light, 
that 1s the Life in himſelf, with which he lighteth eve- 
ry Man that cometh into the World, and kis Do- 
Etrine, who ſaith, Be/zeve inthe Lipht, that ye may be- 
come Children of the Light : And he that believeth, is 
born of God, and overcometh the World ; and fo ever- 
cometh the World's God, in whom there is no Truth, 
And fo, do you think, that the World's God and his Fol- 
lowers ſhould own and obey his Dodrine, to have him- 
ſclfand his Works overcome ? 

And 1s it like that the World's' God, which is out

And do you think, that the World's God, who is 
out of Truth, and in whom there isno Truth, and his 
Followers, would have all people to believe, Thar 
God pours out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, ſo that 
with his Spirit all Fleſh may ſee God's Glory, and his 
Salvation to Mankind, and his Sons. and Daughters 
might come to propheſie, and be Seers and Follow- 
ers of the God of Truth, and Servers of him in his 
Spirit 2 

And do you think, that the World's God, in whom 
thereis no Truth, and his Followers, would have peos 
ple to own theRevelation of theSon of God now a- 
dayes.? Or rather keep them in Blindneſs, in his 
World's Wiſdom, by which they do not know God, 
ſecing that Chriſt ſaith , * No Man knoweth the Father, 
but the Son, and he to whom the Son revealeth hins? 

So do you think that the World's God, in whom 
there is no Truth, would have People to own Revel i- 
tion now adayes, as it was in the Apoſtles dayes ? The 
Apottle tells the Church of Chriſt, That Fairh was Re- 
vealed, and Grace was brourht unto them by the Revelation 
of Feſus ; end no man knew the things of God, but as they 
were revealed bythe Spirit of God, that is pure and holy.
